I've been wracking my brains trying to 
write a text page on this subject for the 
last month. Trying to write something 
intelligent, something reasonable, maybe 
even something poetic. 

And I can't. Because there's nothing 
much reasonable to be said about it. Very 
few intelligent, sensible words to ex- 
change onthe subject. And it really isn’t 
a subject I feel even the least bit reason- 
able about: 

Because the censors aren't reason- 
able.. No matter how seemingly reason- 
able or sensible, no matter how concilli- 
atory their words, it all boils down to one 
thing: They're trying to tell me what to 
write and tell you what to read. 

And that's wrong. 

The poetry on the subject was written 
two hundred years ago; it's called the 
Constitution. In this country nobody, no 
matter what flag or holy cloth they cloak 
themselves in, has that right. 

As I said, I never thought it could 
happen again. I thought -- after the 
McCarthy and Wertham witch hunts of 
the 1950s -- that we, as 4 country, all 
knew better. I guess I was wrong. All of 
a sudden, after all these years, the cry has 
gone out anew for censorship of your 
comics. 

Not that I should be surprised. The 
heat's been on for several years now for 
artists in other fields.

Remember the congressional investi- 
gation of rock and roll lyrics awhile back, 
the hue and cry for labelling, for requir- 
ing all lyrics to be printed on the jackets? 
Well, the same kinds of folks have started 
gunning for all of us. 

I don't know why I thought it 
wouldn't happen here. Given the in- 
creasingly repressive political climate in 
this country, it shouldn't have surprised 
me.

The entire notion of censorship is 
entirely contrary to everything this

country stands for, yet those who cry the 
loudest for censorship swear they're 
doing it for the good of America. For 
"the good of our children.” 

And where did this whole idea that 
comic books are children's books get 
started, anyway? 

Sure, there are "kids' comics," just as 
there are comics that are entirely unsuit- 
able for children. And some that can be 
enjoyed by people of all ages. 

But the same can be said for movies. 
And for TV shows. Yet nobody thinks 
they have a responsibility to make all of 
their products palatable for the smallest 
of children. 

Yet we're expected to. 

It's an odd circle. Because comics are 
receiving more media attention than in 
years, perhaps than ever before, the cry 
goes out, "Hey, we'd-better watch our 
steps. People are watching us!" 

Never mind that the sudden attention 
is because of quality, adult products. 

It's the Dark Knights and Watchmen 
that garner media attention and attract 
an expanded audience that we in this 
business need, to see our medium sur- 
vive.

If 
that's your idea of paradise, fine. It's not 
mine, though.

Dear David, 

I really thought for a while that you 
were going to permanently kill off the 
EX-MUTANTS, an original but likely 
unpopular move, and I'm glad to be 
proven wrong. They're a set of 
characters I'm already beginning to care 
about, and are too new to be done away 
with, radiation poisoning or no. 

The last battle was well-done. It 
always appeared to me that Babe would 
come out on Doc's side and not Great 
Fred's. It was also logical that not all the 
mutants would be behind Fred, which is a 
good thing. The Ex-Mutants vs. the 
Rest of the World would have been 
something of a one-sided contest. 

So you've come to the end of the 
introductory storyline, and ended up with 
the group back in their test tubes. Where 
does the comic go from here? 

I have no doubt there are a great 
many adventures awaiting our heroes, 
but the main problems the world faces 
are problems Doc must solve, and the 
Ex-Mutants can only help using Vikki 
and Belushis methods. Otherwise, it's 


sort of an underdog-vs-the millions story 
that's been done many times over. So, 
I'm waiting anxiously for the next 
developments. 

Ron Lim's art is really nice. In these 
days when the motto behind publishing 
new B&Ws seems to be make the art as 
bad as possible, it's refreshing to see a 
professional look. There's a bit of 
stylization, with some ultra-long legs 
around, and so on. 

The colors on the covers have also 
been lovely, and if you could get the same 
look on the interiors it wouldn't do any 
harm to progress to color there, too. 

You seem to have taken a definite 
“no-breasts” policy in the art, despite the 
somewhat graphic violence that per- 
vades the book, and despite several 
scenes where the avoidance of bare 
breasts looks contrived and silly. You 
shouldn't write these scenes if you're 
going to downplay them. You're 
currently taking the adolescent line of 
making sure we know the women have 
these glands without quite showing 
them, with lots of ripped clothes and 
obviously delineated nipples. 

This is somewhat inconsistent, and I 
think you should either go back to an 
unrealistic typical super-hero look, or not 
shy away from the obvious when it's 
necessary. I admit I love the scenes with 
Angie clinging to her costume, though. 

Also, as one who cried when my cat 
died, | appreciated you sharing your 
feelings on Catnip.

Dear David, 

Like Bonnie Foreman, I too have a 
problem with the EX-MUTANTS' cos- 
tumes. But not the same problem. 

I understand that, as artists, Ron 
Lim and Tim Dzon want to make their 
characters look good. Large chested, 
curvy women in highly revealing 
costumes does this trick rather nicely. I 
can even understand David's argument 
for the practicality of high heels in 
combat. 

But the thing I can't understand is 
the artist's theory on ripped clothing. 

In the beginning of #4, Erin's shirt is 
torn up, and very little of her chest is not 
showing. Then off she goes into battle 
with Great Fred. Now, I'm no designer, 
nor do I know anything about fabrics. 
But I do know that if any woman as big in 
the chest as Erin went through all that 
strenuous combat, there would not be 
enough left of her costume to cover all 
that should be covered in a comic book. 

Don't think that I am getting hung 
up on realism, because if 1 was 1 would 
have to give up comics altogether. 
I understand that showing the 
EX-MUTANTS in even less clothing 
than usual can be sexy. In fact, it is sexy. 
It's also frustrating. They are wearing 
very little to begin with. There's no 
reason to show them wearing less. 

Once in a while, like when Vikki 
disrobes with Belushi in #1, isn't so bad. 
But if the team is constantly in a state of 
semi-nudity, it detracts from the story 
and from the rest of the artwork. Who 
can look at the surrounding artwork, or 
even the word balloons, when they're 
trying to get a look at Angie's chest? I'm 
not a pervert or a prude, but when the 
obvious intent is to draw attention to a 
character's anatomy, I can't help notice. 

I loved the tribute, if that's what it 
was, to The Rocky Horror Picture Show 
in the last panel of #4. The toast was 
great! ’

As for. the couple of questions you 
ask at the end, | don't really know if the 
end of #4 was a tribute to Rocky Horror. 
1 know. I culled the "To Absent Friends” 
quote from somewhere, and since I've 
seen the movie around 25 times, 1 
memory serves, I thought it was a good 
place to meet girls back when I was in 
high school. So Rocky Horror seems as 
likely a source as any, but it wasn't 
actually deliberate. 

And if it hasn't shipped already, an 
EX-MUTANTS poster, by Ron and Tim 
with colors by that same wretch Rockwell 
who does our covers, will be available 
shortly!

Davidson,” my pen name as the fellow 
who first dreamed up the premise of 
EX-MUTANTS, complete with the part- 
icular direction of the heels and cost- 
uming, I realize it's no secret the series 
began as a joke that I formed into a 
B&W comic some have referred to as "the 
perfect adolescent male fantasy.”
